Ambassador Dawes, Urging 
World Conference of Dip- 
lomats, Points to Failure 
of Experts at Geneva. 


MACDONALD TAKES 
THE SAME POSITION 


U. S. Envoy Suggests ‘Na- 
val Yardstick’ Be Found 


as Basis for Discussion of 


Limitations.

LONDON, June 19.—A_ great 


meeting of world statesmen to pro- 
mote disarmament was advocated 
last night as the means of open- 
ing the road to world peace in 
speeches by United States Ambas- 
sador Dawes and Premier Mac- 
Donald. 

The United States and British 
spokesmen both used general terms 
which had a disappointing effect 
upon their hearers who had ex- 
pected concrete disarmament pro- 
posals. But the optimistic tone of 
their speeches left no doubt that 
both Premier and Ambassador feel 
that a momentous step is about 
to be taken toward universal re- 
duction of armaments. 

The high light of Dawes’ speech, 
delivered at the Pilgrims’ banquet 
last night, was an expression of 
the conviction that in the forth- 
coming negotiations for naval dis- 
armament the initiative must rest 
with statesmen rather than with 
naval experts, 

MacDonald, speaking at a din- 
ner held in his home by the town 
councillors of his native Scotch 
village of Lossemouth, made it 
clear that while no Anglo-Ameri- 
can alliance to force disarmament 
on the world is contemplated, the 
other nations will be invited to sit 
down with the statesmen of the 
United States and Great Britain at 
the conference looking toward es- 
tablishment of world peace. 

Dawes Stresses Same Point. 

Dawes emphasized the same 
point early in his speech when he 
said: 

‘Agreement on a method of ne- 
gotiation must concern, from the 
very beginning, all interested naval 
Powers and should have not a par- 
tial but a world sanction While 
in the course of a discussion J] may 
refer to the principle of equality 
of naval power as between Brit- 
ain and the United States it is only 
because the outcome of previous 
conferences show that this is the 
agreed policy of both Govern- 
ments.” 

Lord Desborough, president of 
the Pilgrims’ Socfety, presided at 
the banquet at which the new Am- 
bassador faced as distinguished a 
gathering as London has seen in 
years. At the Ambassador's right 
sat Sir Austen Chamberlain, For- 
eign Secretary in the last Tory 
government. Along the speakers’ 
table were ranged many leaders of 
British life, including First Lord 
of the Admiralty, Albert Victor 
Alexander. The French, Japanese, 
German and Belgian Ambassadors 
also were present. 

Contrary to his usual custom 
Dawes read his speech, explain- 
ing that the importance of its con- 
tents made this necessary. He 
spoke throughout with character- 
istic vehemence, his voice taking 
on increased vibrance as applause 
interrupted him again and again 
while he drove home his points. 
The applause was so prolonged at 
times that the Ambassador had to 
gesture like a speaker at a politi- 


cal meeting for silence before he 
could continue. 
Gist of Dawes’ Plan. 

The gist of the Ambassador's 
speech amounted to this: 

In the naval disarmament ne- 
gotiation about to open the naval 
experts of the countries con- 
cerned should first define their 
own ideas of a “definition for 
evaluation of the fighting 
strength of ships.” But these 
measurements for limitation 
should be obtained separately. by 
each Government from its own 
Admirais. Qn no account should 
the naval men be allowed to 
meet their rivals of other na- 
tions, because they would not 
agree. So much the breakdown 
at Geneva two years ago has 
proved. : 

“Then the inevitable compro- 
mise between these differing 
definitions, which will be ex- 
pressed in the final] fixation of 
a technical yardstick, should be 
made by a committtee of states- 
men of the nations,” he eald.

WASHINGTON, June 19.— The 
Hoover administration con- 
demned in the Senate today by 
Senator Glass (Dem.),. Virginia, for 
submerging the prohibition prob- 
lem in its proposed law enforce- 
ment inquiry. 

The Virginia Senator was the au- 
thor of the bill by which a $250,- 
000 fund was appropriated by the 
last Congress for an inquiry inte 
prohibition under the direction of 
the President. 

This is the fund now being used 
by the Hoover Law Enforcement 
Commission and Glass declared 
“that both the President and the 
commission have gone as far afield 
as it is possible to go when they 
talk about reorganizing the judi- 
cial procedure.” 

Copeland Assails Methods. 

Glass’ utterances were made 
shortly after Senator Copeland 
(Dem.), New York, had described 
recent fatal shootings by Federal 
officers enforcing the prohibition 
law as outrageous killings and 
urged the Senate to give serious 
consideration to finding a remedy. 

Meanwhile, the President's law 
enforcement commission was in 
session in an office building in the 
business section of the city but its 
deliberations were behind closed 
doors and nothing was forthcoming 
as to what was going on. 

The Virginian in his attack de- 
clared that in the presidential cam- 
paign, Mr. Hoover and the two 
parties confined their remarks on 
law enforcement to the prohibition 
question. 

“I am: citing these facts here,” 
he said, ‘‘to show how completely 
this major problem has _ been 
ignored and submerged. I will not 
say its purpose is to shift the re- 
sponsibility for the determination 
of a perplexing problem but at 
least that will be the inevitable re- 
sult.” 

“This matter is of such great 
concern,” Senator Copeland de- 
clared, “that I feel that the Senate 
is called upon to act. It is an out- 
rageous thing that many innocent 
persons have been killed by Gov- 
ernment agents, and I have been 
very much disturbed about them.” 

He said he referred particularly 
to shootings near Plattsburg, N. 
Y., and Niagara Falls, New York. 

“I hope,” he added, “that dur- 
ing the recess Senators’ will give 
serious consideration to these kill- 
ings so that some recommendations 
may be made.”

WASHINGTON, June 19.—A 
valuation of $1,612,114,371 
was placed today by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission on the 
property of 68 of the companies in 
the Pennsylvania Railroad System. 

Some of the properties were val- 
ued as of June 30, 1916, and others 
as of June 30, 1917, and June 30, 
1919. 

Simultaneous with the valuation 
announcement, Thomas W. Hulme, 
vice president of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad in charge of real estate 
taxes and valuation, issued a state- 
ment in which he said the findings 
of the commission were for a 
period from 10 to 15 years ago 
“and are not reflective of present 
conditions.”’ 

The valuation was fixed Jan. 15 
before the decision of the Supreme 
Court in the O'Fallon valuation 
case. 

A valuation of $231,974,.580 was

Who Call Bill ‘‘Enabling 
Act” What It Would 
Enable City to Do. 


VARIOUS INTERESTS

Proponents Are Introduced 
by E. J. Russell, Chair- 


man of Transportation 
Survey Commission. 


Under cross-examination by 
Gov. Caulfield at the public hear- 
ing the Governor conducted at the 
City Hall today on the terminable 
permit bill, Oliver T. Remmers, an 
advocate of the measure, agreed 
the sponsors of the bill character- 
ized it as an “enabling act” be- 
cause the city charter forbids the 
granting of a franchise for more 
than 50 years. 

The Governor queationed Fem- 
mers In the course of his talk as 
one of the 13 spokesmen who ap- 
peared to urge the signing of the 
bill by the Governor. The bill, as 
has been told, was.sponsored by 
Mayor Miller and the city’s Trans- 
portation Survey Commission, and 
was passed by the Legislature after 


it had been amended so as to ap- 
ply only to the city of St. Louis It 


would enable local common car- 
riers in St. Louis to surrender their 
fixed term franchises granted by 
the Board of Aldermen, and re- 
ceive in return from the State Pul- 
lic Service Commission, with the 
consent of the city, indeterminate 
permits which in practice would 
virtually be perpetual franchises. 

The bill must be signed or ve- 
toed by the Governor by June 23%, 
which is 30 days after adjourn- 
ment of the Legislature. The Con- 
stitution is mandatory upon the 
Governor, requiring him to either 
approve or disapprove a bill, 

Only five opponents of the bill 
were present to speak against it. 
Caulfield Asks About Enatling Act 

After Remmers, the firs? speaker 
for the bill, had referred to it as 
“merely an enabling act,” Gov. 
Caulfield took up the questioning 
of him. 

The Governor asked: “Why do 
you say this is an enab'Ing act’ 
Why does the city need an enabling 
act?”

Telephoned requests for informa- 
tion from garden experts, always 
an index of St. Louisans’ garden- 
ing troubles, indicate that this 
year, as last, most of those trou- 
bled are caterpillars. 

The unusual prevalence of the 
pest last year was due to scarcity 
of the parasite which controls it, 
explained A, P. Beilmann, expert 
directing the fight on insects at 
Shaw’s Garden. The parasite, a 
“lIong-tail” or ichneumon fly, de- 
posits its eggs in the larvae of the 
caterpillar. Every few , 
however, the ichneumon fly is 
scarce and then the tent caterpil- 
lars prosper and foliage suffers, 

Mulberry trees alone, as a rule, 
are found festooned with the un- 
sightly tents and stripped of leaves 
by the enclosed caterpillars. This 
year the insects are attacking wil- 
low, sweet gum, ash, box elder, 
maple and other trees, and Su- 
perintendent Pring is repeating the 
exhortation on which Shaw's Gar- 
den defeated the tenting army last 
year, ‘‘Let us spray.” with the ad- 
ded injunction that it must be done 
at once.

“If the householder whose trees 
and shrubs are affected wants to 


have any leaves left in midsummer, 
he should begin his counter-attack 
now. <And if this generation of 
caterpillars is completely cleaned 
out, the trees probably will be safe 
for the remainder of the season. 
“Where the tents apnear on a 
small tree or bush, the twigs bear- 
ing the tents should be cut and 


burned. Where the trees or tents 
are too large or numerous, they 
should be sprayed or the job 


turned over to a reliable landscape 
man,

rain and therefore we add a mis- 
cible oil, which causes it to ad- 
here to the leaves.

The suits were filed by the | 
County Taxpayers’ League, in| 
which Baumhoff is chairman of! 
the Executive Committee, with him 
and several other property owners | 
as plaintiffs also. In a written | 
statement, Baumhoff told the | 
chamber committee: 

“If our road bond funds are to 
be judiciously expended, improve- 
ment of streets in politically fa- 
vored localities where property has | 
been subdivided should cease, and' 
the law should be complied with in) 
the purchase of materials, machin- | 
ery and supplies. No business con-| 
cern would undertake the expen- 
diture of $10,000,000 without a def- 
inite detailed plan and we deem it 
advisable for the County Court to 
adopt such a course and furnish 
our citizens with a statement of a 
plan showing where and how the 
money is to be expended. 

“It is a discrimination against 
thousands of our taxpayers, who 
have paid for street improvements 
through special tax bills, to have 
streets improyed in favored dis- 
tricts without cost to abutting 
property owners, and an injustice 
to citizens generally to expend such 
funds in violation of the promise 
of the County Court that nothing 
would be expended on streets in 
subdivisions. 

“The Taxpayers’ League and oth- 
er relators in the suits have no po- 
litical ambitions, and will heartily 
approve of the wise expenditure of 
these funds, but will oppose paying 
political favors at the expense of 
taxpayers. May we suggest that 
the County Court take the people 
into its confidence by announcing 
a definite, detailed plan of road 
construction and complete a farm- 
to-market system of highways. By 
so doing they will insure the good 
will and hearty support of all.’’ 

Charges Promise Was Broken. 

Baumhoff added that “our offi- 
clals lay too much stress on per- 
petuating themselves in office at 
the expense of the taxpayers.” He 
said the Taxpayers’ League wel- 
comed the chamber’s investigation 
of the suits. He related that the 
league had opposed a previous bond 
issue proposal, which was defeat- 
ed, but that when the $10,000,000 
road bond issue was proposed last 
year, Fred Hollocher, chairman of 
the Campaign Committee for the 
County Court, and Fred Kerth 
asked him and the league to sup- 
port the issue. 

Hie agreed, Baumhoff said, to 
support it, provided none of the 
money would be spent in subdivi- 
sions and in a meeting attended by 
the County Court, County Highway 
Engineer Jablonsky, Hollocher and 
Baumhoff the Court unanimously 
agreed, he asserted, that none uf 
the money would be spent in suo- 
divisions and expenditures in mu- 
nicipalities would be only on 
through streets connecting with 
county highways. The league is 
charging now that this promise 
was broken, and Baumhoff de- 
clared that in breaking it the 
Court had violated the law. He 
continued: 

“Tt is not sought to tie up the 
funds or to deprive municipalities 
of their right to participate, but we 
question the authority of the Coun- 
ty Court to allot $1,900,000 to mu- 
nicipalities to be expended accord- 
ing to their needs and under super- 
vision of the city engineers, and we | 
question the authority of the Coun- | 
ty Court to employ such enginecrs | 
in violation of section 10,787 of the 
statutes.’’

has blocked efforts to bring the 
pari-mutuels back to this state. 

After a lengthy debate the House 
of Representatives last night killed 
the bill to legalize pari-mutuel 
system of wagering on horse races 
in Florida. The vote was 39 to 33.

the Assembly that the measure, 
was defeated, the Senate last |

A New York Judge won the 
vrize with the suggestion that the Vol- 
stead act be repealed and that the man- 
ufacture of brewed and fermented liquors 
be legalized while distilled liquors be 
left under the prohibition ban.

transit begin by giving it a perpetual grant! If the 
Governor signs the bill the people of St. Louis will 
have between them and perpetual ownership of the 
streets of the city only the Board of Aldermen.

Caulfield to approve the “terminable per- 
mits” bill. In a statement issued to the public, they

do not now enjoy.” It is well to qualify such advice, 
for nothing could be farther from the truth of the 
franchise situation. As the Post-Dispatch has repeat- 
edly shown by quotations from authorities, the ter- 
minable permits bill, if it becomes a law, will do just 
one new thing. It will permit the city hall to violate 
the people’s charter, which restricts franchises to 50 
years. 

The statement further says any agreement entered 
into by the city under a terminable permit “would be 
subject to a popular vote under the referendum law” 
—as if this were a special boon conferred by the 
terminable permits bill.

As a matter of fact, the per- 
mits bill itself says nothing about a referendum but 
the city charter makes all franchise grants, as well 
as all other ordinances, “subject to a popular vote 
under the referendum law,” if the people choose to 
invoke the referendum. 


NO MORE PERPETUAL FRANCHISES. 


Article Six of the charter says: “The people 
shall have power, at their option, to approve or 
reject at the polls any ordinance (except it be an 
emergency measure as defined in Section 20 of 
Article Four), such power being known as the 
referendum and to be invoked and exercised as 
herein provided.” 

The Section 20 referred to provides “an emer- 
gency measure is any ordinance necessary for 
the immediate preservation of the public peace, 
health or safety, and declared to be an emergency 
measure; * * * but no ordinance granting, 
enlarging or affecting any franchise * * * 

City Counselor Muench has stated without equivo- 
cation that the city now has all the powers to deal 
with public utilities that it could exercise under the 
terminable permits bill, with the single exception 
that franchise must be limited to 50 years as 
the charter provides. In an interview published in 


the Post-Dispatch May 14 last, Mr. Muench said: 


The city can do all these things now. In grant- 
ing a new franchise it can put into the contract 
all the terms and provisions that could be put 
in under a terminable permit. It can even make 
the franchise “terminable,” as is contemplated 
under the proposed measure, but its maximum 
life would have to be limited to 50 years, in ac- 
cordance with the city charter. The city did these 
things in writing the “service-at-cost” franchise 
which was under consideration two years ago. 


When asked for his view as to the contention in 
behalf of the permits bill that it was necessary to 
the city’s rapid transit program, he said:

The step would mean a complete about- 
face in Treasury policy. Even when tne 
United States was financing its gigantic 
needs in the World War the Treasury re- 
jected the policy of tax exemptiors, It 1s 
true that the first Liberty Loan bonds were 
put out with a coupon rate of 3% per cent, 
exempt from all taxes, as were some of the 
3% per cent notes of the Victory Loan Issue. 
But the mistake was quickly seen in each 
instance, so that not more than about 
$2,000,000,000 out of approximat«ty $25,- 
000,000,000 worth of Federal ob!igations 
issued during the war were favored with ex- 


emption from any but normal] taxes. All the 
experience of our Government since has jus- 
tified its course, and there can be little 
doubt that public opinion is strongly op- 
posed to the idea of a privileged, tax-execmp* 
class among Our wealthy citizens. For the 
Treasury, therefore, to disregard its com- 
mendable record and now adopt a practice 
which it rejected in war time as unsatis- 
factory and repugnant to American prin- 
ciples seems extremely unwise and ill-con- 
sidered—particularly if it is done without a 
fair opportunity for discussion. The pro 
cedure seems reactionary and undesirable 
even to the Commercial and Financial 
Chronicle, a most conservative organ, which 
calls attention in its issue of June 1 to the 
fact that Secretary Melion “has been openly 
advocating the step backward for some time 
and has lost no opportunity to secure full 
exemption where Congress could be beguiled 
into taking the step.” 

In 1924 Mr. Mellon himself stated that 
tax-free securities were a mistake and that 
the $12,000,000,000 then outstanding pre- 
sented a serious problem. He advocatea 
that States and their subdivisions should be 
prohibited from issuing any more in the 
future. But no in 1929, with possibry 
$8,000,000,000 additional tax-free securities 
out, Mr. Mellon reverses his position and 
suggests that 15 or 20 billion dollars of 
United States obligations be made tax ex- 
empt! 

* * * 


The direct result of this policy to the 
Government itself would be reduced returns 
from the income tax. For nothing should 
obscure the fundamental point that a gradu- 
ated income tax and tax-free securities are 
contradictory in purpose. In view of this, 
perhaps is it not so strange to find a man 
unsympathetic with the former sprensoring 
and increase the latter. It is a quiet and 
clever way of stabbing in the back the pro- 
gressive features of our income-tar policy. 
Hiow appropriate in this connection is the 
prophecy of Henry Raymond Mussey in the 
Nation of May 28, 1924, that “When the day 
unhappily arrives for Secretary Mellon's 
grateful fellow-countrymen to erect a mon- 
ument in his honor, they will undoubtedly 
carve a surtax on its east face and a tax- 
exempt security on its west.”’

So do their parents, who expect the 
university to teach the young hopeful 
how to sell bonds, thereby relieving the 
parents of the burden of his support. As 
for the average board of trustees, if it 
catches a professor unsettling the minds 
of students it will heave him out of the 
university instantly, and expect to be ap- 
plauded for so doing, Certainly it is a rare 
millionaire who will knowingly endow an 
ins itution for the purpose of stirring things 
up.
